For a coiflplete analysis of the 
oroblem in historical perspective, see AFOSI's Spécial Report entitled 
"insurgancv in Latin America" dated June 1974, In focusinq on the bîtter 
struggle between leftist terrorists and regicne security ins trimants, 
stress has been placed on hov^ terrorisn affects the U.S. oresence in 
Argentine.

AN OVERVIEW 


Terrorisa in Arpentlna is a i ajnr national issue. Violence- 
arone orouos opoosed to the régime of President Isabel Martinez de Peron 
ard her ^.asputln-like adyiser* José Looez Hega* olaoue the country :nzh 
bombinqs, attacks on oolice and military forces, kidnaoings and assassi- 
nations. lihiie these terrorlst actions do not Ifnnediately threaten th® 
goyern.nent‘s viabilitv, they hâve provoked a sériés of major governp^ental 
counter^reasures. Five thousand niiitary nen no\i are conducting ooerati?ns 
açainst terrorlsts in the Tucuman area of nort^H*/est Arcentina. Fédéral 
and provincial police forces are relentlessly attfir.ioting to neutraiize 
terrorise elenents. Coanlenientine these overt rerifne initiatives îs 
the Argentine Anti-Comjr-sc Alliance (AAA), a clzndastine extra-lecal 
collection of assassinaticn teams enc^uraçed by sone Argentine gavernjnent 
officiais. Recent successes by thess dfsoarace reoi.Tç secunty instru- 
inents hâve àpparently threwn son® of th® tsrrorist orouos off-balarce, 
causini then to rstrench and assure an essentially défensive costure/ 

Arçer.tina's political systen Mas been unable to intenret® sui- 
cessfully forces nolitlcized and then unleasned bv Juan 0. Perôn ir thâ 
late forties and early fifties; this failure 1»®$ at the root of tbat 
countrv's présent ramoant oolitical violence. Follûv;ina Peron’s ojster 
by the Argentine inilitary in 1955 two strands of ^i-gentfne terrorisa 
cvolved. both convoosed of oersons violsntly onposed in varying degrsss 
to tha polltical and econcnic poli ci es of succeedîng military znd civillan 
gçY9rnf'’.ents. ^îarxist çroeps bave cleshed with Feronists as \iall as tra- 
riitlonîl Arcentine politîcal parties in uroinç a fundamental restrj:tu'lng 
of society. !n thoir vie.-?, Peronisn fails te satisfy the basic neads of 
the ration's msses, v/ho are ranipuloted to serve the interests of orivi- 
leoed laho^ unions and tb® country's *H^dernl 2 ing slite. These self-st/lel 
llarxists hâve baan influencecî by forsign models of change, esoeciallv the 
Cübar» expérience. Radical Peronist grouns, ir contrast, cling to the 
nationalist rhetoric and synbols of the Peron era; by so doinn, they tend 
to enjoy a broader base of popular support. Since President Jua.n ^eron‘s 
death in Jjlv 1974, his vnfe‘s increasingly rigîitist orientation has eut 
many links betv.'een radical and orthodox Peronists; but the basic d1chot**i 
between Marxist and Peran“*st terrorlsts stîll holds true. 

Today, the Marxist Peoole*s Revolutionary /Innv (ERP) and the 
.’îontoneros, a radical Pc-ronist group, are the tvo najor leftist te^^rorist 
forces ir Arg^ntina. Their orioins dérivé from sarlier elemC'*’ts ^^ic.h 
first erganized and conducted operations in the northwestern part of tne 
countrv, urirarily Tucurran Province. As these incipient grouos* rurel 
tsrrorist activitiss failed to excite broad-based supoort, ard in the 

of continued prevaM^nn regime cojncerne?su'^es, Argentiro ter^orists 
placed greater enphasis on building effective jrban netv/orKs in Cuenos -yres, 
Covdoba and other major ci lies. Terrorlsts now are active in ooth urban 
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and rural areas, with Tucunan once again being the principal base of 
rural guerrllla forces. 

Foreign influences viithin the various Argentine terrorist groups 
évadé facile évaluation. Théories propounded by Fidel Castro and the 
late Frnesto "Che" Ouevara hâve proved attractive to niany Argentine revo- 
lutionaries. By 1972, sonie degree of Cuban participation, either in the 
form of liaison, training, or actuel operational activity, had been 
uncovered in each of the major Argentine terrorist groups. Interactions 
of various kinds between Argentine terrorists and their counterparts from 
Chile, Bolivla, and Uruguay are oeriodically reported. Despite thase 
foreign influences and contacts, ho'.'/ever, the terrorist problem in Argentina 
remains essentially a national ohenonienon which may be exacerbated but not 
significantly altered by outside pressures or even'ts. 

The ERP, Montoneros and other terrorist groups, v<hose members 
are predominantly students joined by some alienated professionals and a 
few v/orkars, hâve set their ultimate goal as overthrowing the Argentine 
govarnnsnt by force. IJ.S. interests hâve not been unaffected, hov/ever, 
by Argsntina's worsening security situation. U.S. officiais hâve been 
threatened, kidnaped and assassi'nated by terrorists. Anerican comoanies 
and businessmen aUo hâve been active terrorist targets. As a resuit of 
these continuing violent actions perpetrated against U.S. official and 
private représentations, considérable nunbers of American businessmen hâve 
departed the countrv and the U.S. Enibassy staff has been reduced in siae. 

The nature and scope of these anti-U.S. activities are more fully descrioed 
later in this report. 


THE CONTINUING STRUGGLE I 

Juan Peron died before he was able to institutionalize the 
consensus poli tics v/hich had been practiced since his return in 1973. 
President Peron had carefully developed the coopération and suoport of 
the trade unions, the military, comercial and économie sectors and the 
cauntry*s najor traditional political parties. V.'hile the Marxist- 
oriented ERP continued its violent attacks throughout his Presidency, 
Peron was able through a délicate mixture of conciliation and coercion 
to maintdin the support cf many young, radical mefrbers of his moveiTient, 
Since Péronés death and his wife Tsabeî's assumption of the Presidency, 
the f'/jntoneros hâve gone underground and staçed sporadic spectacular 
terrorist incidents further compllcating and intensifying the security 
challenge faced by Argentina*s security forces.

Tns EnP'â Tucupian straten;,* and the ►'ontoreros* décision to braak v;ith tl’3 
racine and ço under{;round hav» in-^luenced the nature and scope of teTO**!': 
actions to the présent; tiiesa and the other ssniinal events also hâve bad 
animpact uoon Argentin» oûlitits. 

Seven hundrec and tvienty iriles northv;»st of Buenos Aires lies 
Tjcuî^ar, the ERP's choies as its base for steonsd-up rural guerrilla 
activlties. This biarxist and other terrorist groups first energed fro-n 
tna province'S capital City and 1ts adjacent areas' suoar refineries and 
cenefislds; three heaviU v.ooded Tou.itain ranges seven miles to tie west 
«■'ordîd effective cover fo- rural operatiors. Ou^ing the period 1955- 
1?63, the Argentine nilitary rjovemneit had s'iut to./n iiore than a third 
of the area's sugar mil'S. Out o* the ineviteble économie détérioration 
and subseauer.t bitterness and resentment \;hich developed between the 
eûtes svd ‘jcrkers ir. the r:nion a cadre of d'-seffected persons emerged 
led bv future terrorist Isacets sucfi ss-îiario Pooerto Santucho. the ER^’s 
c'esent comnandîr.

Thoijgh '^eluctant to once agai.n becoMe a ieading force in tnc 
continuing struggle» tha Arry in lats January 1975 sought and received 
peiTiission to launch a 5,000 nan carîpaiqn aoainst the ER° auerrîllas ir 
TüCüiran. Opsrating in difficjlt te^^^ain, the Arq/ began its opérations 
in early February hooing to snclrcle the area of suspeçted g.ierrilla 
concentration and gradually reduce the circle’s ar-a, thsreby oventually 
fjrcinj t.he çuerrillas into opsr. cenbat. Reports indicate the ERP is 
content to reijain essertlally oassive and plans simply to outlast the 
•inry's CcWîpalgn. ifnile it is in^possible to çst1r..-te, the ER?*s çuerrillc 
oirenjth in the Tucxnan area ray total botveoi iZO ^nd 15C înen. 

The Tucunar» con'^rontation has produc{>d r’ixed results for both 
ire ArV and th;» Arr^y officiais v.*ere claiiii’*'; bv early "ay that 

7'J guerrillas had been raiturrd and thsn execjted; whîle sn/rs CR? rnerters 
urdojbtsdly iiave bten f;ill2d, the f'Ç'jve of 70 is nrobably an oxagaDratio.* 
**:re objective cvaljatlois of the A^r^’s effort conclude that tne Argontj*'*» 
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forces in general are ill-tvainsd for combatting guerrillî warfere; it 
acoears from ttisse reoorts tiist tbe massive operation niH at best prove 
incoriclusive. The ERP also has not orofitsd by this war of attrition, and 
thfire are signs that its leadership is now renewino major orban terrorist 
actions; Santucho allegedly hopes to recoup the group's vibrant image by 
once acain scoring real, draisatlc successes agaîrst the Peron régiras. 

Serious obstacles in the farit of relçntless police counter- 
<<.easu>‘âs face the ERP urbatt networks; AAA clandestine activities are 
âUo tâfcing a toll on Marxist as well as Peronist terrorlsts. Argentine 
Fédéral Police staged a sériés of raids against ERP onits in Buenos Aires 
Frovirce batweei lG-19 Harch of this jear, Thay confiscated large nurabers 
of docjnsits includlnj cRP resbership 'ists, codes and secret meeting- 
plscs sddresses; the raatsrial obtained v.*a5 so extensive that two police 
tea^s reaortsdly ware formad to analvze the caotured infornation, A 
total of about 50 raids took olace and tne colice recorted the officiel 
arrest of fivs individuals; 10 othsrs were il legally detained. Argeritîne 
ajthorities olanned forther raids baseC on leads unccvered from ths data 
gathered. Four tnonîhs earlier» in late Kovember 1974, police in Cordoba 
hâd discovered a najor ERP ams cache. Tnese successfui initiatives hâve 
served to effectively disrjoî the activities of ERP urban net«rks. 


Radical Peronist s added to t;’.e turraoil in Argentins in Septamber 
1974 in thsir open break with Mrs. Peron and decision to go underground. 
C'ting a host of govfirnment abuses and failures, '«tontonero leader and 
spjkesran Mario Firrasnicli 1n a clandestine press conférence “declared 
v.'ar'’ or. the regirae. Calling on ail radical Peronîsts to fsllovf the 
'lontoneros into violent Opposition, Firrnenich recountsd a lîst of ter- 
rorist actions for which the Montonercs clairaed crédit. Counted among 
the se successes ware a kidnaping, executions of tm ooHceran and the 
thefc of government v;eapons during a raid in La PJata. Ths 'lontoneros' 
violent statement spared the Peron povariiraent the délicate task of declar- 
ing the youtbful Peronist group illégal; It certalnl.y expanded the field 
of targets availabié for the police and AAA. 

^ In resDOnse to the cootinued ERP attacks and the 'lontoneros' 
déclaration of war, Mrs. Peron oushed a sv.'eepîtvg anti-subversion bill 
throuoh the Congress in late Gcptefltber 1974. The bill orovtded the 
rover'iwient broad nsw nowers, includinn the right to inorison acco.-^iîliccs 
ôf guarrillas, récalcitrant strfkers ênd ne;;srs:n v/ho report subversive 
activities, Bv this tima the AAA haS taten crédit for the killing of 
Eanv leftists and was addinn new vlctins dail" to its ’Vleath list."

Tîiese terrorist activlties,'which were conductod in late 1974 
and early 1975, evidenced an apparent change in the ^lontonaros* strategv. 
Prevlojslv, Montonev*o tergets had larcely beei victfns recrisal attacks, 
high on list v.ere assassins, usuaîlv Perorist labor and colitical 
leaders, who were instrumental in atlacking me'nbars of Peron'‘st youth 
crganiz^t^’ons. The assassination of Eoan and Vta anparçntly unprovoked 
mjrder o*^ three pnlicenen added a substancially ne»* dinersi)n to the 
qrouo**; torroHsrn. Ir carlier times the Montonsros had cr,t;cized the 
E9P fz* co^îTiîttinç just sucS indiscriTinste attacks.

PRESENT SECURITY SITUATION 

^ Argar.tina as of 30 Way 1975 contirued exoe»'Jenc'r!g rasioont 
terroris.Ti in its rajor cities and a sustair.ed confUct of attrition 
between its nilitzry and police forces and ERP rural çuerrillas in the 
iv)rthv.’estern orovfnce of Tucuman. Betv/e- 2 n October 1974 and February 
1975, Argentine security forces scored notable sucessses against the 
terrorists, carrying out frequent raids on safe sites, arrestiro hundreds 
of suspects, and corfiscating caches of propaoanda and v'eaoons. In 
addition tn the Anti-Subversion Laws passed, t»i9 State of Siégé declared 
on 6 ’loveraer, and the A^Tiy's TucuTa»! campaiçn launchecl in February of 
thîs year, the go»/emnant Tonnulated a îîationâl Defense la., in Decamber 
1974, u^grading its countertenn^rist capabilitles by i istit’Jting badly 
needad coordination among the intelligence arrrs of the Fcderal Police, 
the rilitary and the Stats Secrétariat for Intel licence (51 DI), ^ievsr- 
theless. tne Kidnar-r-nurder of U.S. Consular Agent Êgen and tne subséquent 
soate n*-' oolitical assassinatiors reduce the credibllit»/ of optimîstic 
coverrnert staterrencs predicting an early end to domcstic ».»ioleoce. 
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Intentions and ccpabilities of the major Argentine terrorist groups 
are sunired un briefly in the follov;inp paragraphs. 

ERP 

464» By April 1975 ER? leader Santucha reportedly concluded that his 
earlier decision to concentrate alirost exclusively on rural guerrilla 
v.-arfare had not produced the desired results and, in fact, had con-plicated 
the Harxist group's problens. In his plans to refocus on urban terrorism, 
Santucho's primary targets by area are supposedly tha Greater Buenos Aires 
area, Rosario, Sa'lta and Cordoba. To carry out îhese future attacks, 

Santucl:o heads a oroup that reportedly has six conpanles operating In 
T-icuran and another half-dozen spread throughout other Argentine provinces. 

The cRP may also hâve up to a 1,000 man reserve combatant force for urban 
operations. It is believed an ERP company usually oossesses a minimuo! 
strenjth of 70 individuels and a maximum of 120. 

The ERP denonstrated a conttnued capabîlitv to conduct urban 
lerrorisn v;ith its 13 /'pn’l 1975 raid against an army af^eral in San Lorenzo. 
The raid vjas considered to be very successful, as the terrorUts held the 
clôpot for about three hours and seiîed a larçe nunber of ’ieaoons, amuni- 
tion and other milltary equtpnent. This type of successful operation 
smboldens the croup and strengthens 1t with additional supolies. Despite 
the süccesses of Argentine security autno’^ities In preceding months, it 
is obvious that at least sonie ERP ûnits naintain the caoability to conduct 
s^qnificant terrorist operations agaînst hlgh-priority targets. 

Montongros 


l/hile the ERP has been Involved in strategy révision^ tha Mon- 
toneros havs staged a sériés of spectacular terrorist attacks. Soj^e 
reports indicate that Montonero leaders believe the Pe»'on régime is near 
collapse and that further violence will contribute ta its denise. Qthers 
suggest the îlontoneros' more îirnediate goals are zo maintain their opera¬ 
tions! caoabtllties and to retaliate against governnent-tnspired attacks 
on radical Peronists. In any case, this extremist, violent approach has 
caused serious political problems for the îtontoneros* legal apparats, the 
surface organizations of the Revolutionary Tendency (LTT) cf the Psronist 
novenent. Lînity within the group as a v»hole mav be thrsatenad as the 
continued terrorism places those persons v/orking openly in various student 
and laoor organizations in evcr more dangerous positions. The left-wing 
^oronist coâlition's failure at the poils on 13 ^prll 1975 in Misiones 
did rüth’no to boost the fortunes of those in tha -novc-ent favoring non- 
violent Tothods. 

The Ilontoneros and ER? hâve coordinatec various ooe»“at1ons; in 
general, however, they remain compétitive within the contsxt of ^rgentina*s 
revolutlonary left. While the lRP nay bolster its forces by allying with 
various small Trotskyite groups, the Montoneros will likely carry on the 
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struQ^lo -nth the police and fM cssentially witni'v the na^aiieters of 
the v'TJchful, radlccl Peronist léft. /*•lthoug^ ihe V.A*s brjtal canpaiçn 
ar.ainst leftist Peronists as well as ‘’arxists undoubtedlv las had a dis- 
rjoti’iQ inpact on the ftontoneros* urban support ne*tv.*orks, the terrorisa 
çrouD likeiy retain the capability to condüct sîçnlfizànt o-kerations 
apairst ûrqontinc and ILS. targets. 

In mounting their terrorist ooerations, che f*on:oneros hava a 
considérable force to drav. upon. An official Argentine Intelligence 
estinate prepared in Octoter 1974 esti»"3ted the nj<nber o* **or.tonaro com- 
batanis as beinr about 2,000-2,500, a force supoorted by sone 12,000- 
15,000 active s^^nnathizers. Related orqanizations identified by the 
official report induded the LTP. and Juventud Percnista (JP) as political 
çrcups: Jjvontud Trabajadcra Peronfsta (JTP), a lato»* grcuo; Jjventud 
Ur.ive‘'sitaria Peronista (OU?) and the Un^on de Estjdientes Siciinclarios 
(’J£S), tv'C st’JClsnt organizatlons; the rural-based ‘lovimiento de Inquilinos 
Peronistas (MîP), a tenant fanr.ers’ r.o/enent; Movlrlentc âz Vlllcros 
Peromstas (’'VP), a slun dviellers rovement; a vrOi^?.n*5 grciip called 
Agrupacion Evita; and a childî"en's ‘kjvfmlento Infantil. The JP and JU° 
hâve berre the brunt of rignt^winç terrorist attacks. 

Othey* Left-I41nc Terrorist Grouos 

Less current infotTiation is available on the cacabll ities of 
the rany sr^ller left-winj terrorist croups in Argentina. Overshadood 
by the larpar, wel J-kno,ni E^P and 'bntoneros, these other térrorist uni 1.5 
norethelass hâve achievsd real successos in carry'r'- out ijoUted but 
siçni'icant terrorist attacks. This aric-f rundo n en so-'æ of these 
snaller terrorist eleflsnts is larcely based on the officiel Arçentine 
report prepared in October 1974 which was referred to in the nr^ceoin? 
oaraçraoh. 


Peronist Arned Forces (FA*’) 

W FAP is One of the more brutal Argentine terrorist groups.

In the past FAP 
reportedly received financial support fron: the Uruguayan Tupararos and 
rore recently has obtained assistance fro’»' the LRP.

In Mûy 1974, at its fîrst oarty con^ress, this Qrojo 
chanqed its naîra from the 22 Auqust People's Revolutlonary Arniy; it 
brokc V'.ith the ERP over nolicy towards the Marcn 1973 élections, cL-Z2 
is à pure terrorist group without slgniflcant connections v/ith any politi- 
cal, labor or student organizatlons. This snall group, which possesses 
no dearlv deftned independent political image, possessôd a force in 
October 1974 of about 50 conibatants backed by some 150-200 active sympa- 
thizers. 


Tnis sunwTiary constitütes only an incomplète end very brief 
Oütline of the more significant smaller Argentine terrorist groups, It 
avoids in-deptn analyses of the numerous factions vihich exist within t iôse 
rovffnents. Conpeting pe'^sonal loyalties and differing id^logies vnll 
probably lead to the fo)'fnation of further splInter terrorist groups in 
Vçentina. 


Terrorisn on ths right “las bsen led by the Argentine Anti- 
Conrnjnist Alliance. Ostensibly a group of orivate citizens of right-wing 
pcriuaiion, the .Alliance in reality is a covert counterterrorlst arm of 
the gcvarnment, and apoarently functions v.'ith guidance front the ninisterial 
levai. The PM appears to be a loose collection of death sçuads consisting 
of fedaral and provincial police, irtelliosnce personnel, retired nilitary 
and right-zing ûnionists. It has clained responsibility for dozens of 
nurders, kidnapfncs and bonbinos during the past year or so, Daath lists 
oublicly issued bÿ the AAA in tîay 1975 threatened artists, writers, actors 
and journalists, who reacted with a sériés ûf strikes, pétitions, speaches 
and salis for a government investigation. Cri tics point out that vzhile 
hardly a day passes without a government announcanent that a group of 
leftists has been arrested, not a single arrest has been claimed nor a 
sinçls cass solvad involvlng terrorist acts attributad to the rightist 
group. The üontoneros' statenent included as Appendix Z of this study 
describes in sotre detail, thouqh with obvious bias, acts perpetrated by 
the AAA. 


^ In late May a cornitiunique allegedly issued by the AAA 
called for a 90-day cease-fire, possibly in response to rising political 
pressures on the Peron-Lopez lega régime over the continue-d daily carnage 
plaguing the cotntry. Since Paron's death on 1 July 197^, the total 
indeed has been high. The English language Buenos Ai ras Herald publlshed 
figures on 30 May showing that at least 503 lives hâve been lost during 
tne last 11 nonths es a resuit of terrorist acts. Of the total, according 
to the newsoaper, 190 vzere identifiably leftist and another 91 oresuned 
leftists ’./hi) were killed in ginfights vjith euthorities. O.nly 38 reportedly 
v/era confirried right-wingars and thus supposedly targets of leftist ter- 
rorists. Other victlms cited in the oaper included 54 ooHcer'en, 22 
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soldiers, 13 h'jsi.iffssnen, foü' children, ‘-'.S. Con£.i1sr Aqçnt Eçan, and 
91 viho '..•ere nat catagorized O" iriontifiod. If the AAA. in 'act ceascs

IMPACT ON THE U.S.- 


4*^ Terrorism In Arçenlina has had a serious inpact on the United 
States' official presence and American économie interests In that country. 
The assassination of Consular Agent Egan deimnstrated the vulnsrability 
of A/naricans to terrorist attacks, The U.5. Enbassy has redoced its size 
conside^’ebV» in the oast twelve months, once -ollowing the kidnaainç of 
O.S. official Laun in Cordota in April 1974, anc ajain after the 1 ‘iove-Sar 
assassination of Fédéral Police Chief Villar. l-tost executives ivith large 
American firns hâve left the country, though about 40 to 50 of the*^ still 
re.iiin in Argentine. !n cortrast to •.'.S. officiais and toc-level Anerican 
manegars, mst of the aoproxlrately 4,000 other nan-offic’al 'rerican 
citizens résident In Argentine are noC cmsidered s'/mbo1 icelly signifi- 
cant terrorist targets, tliougn American cocrmunltv leaders are regularlv 
briefed on the local security situation.

The Êgan murdar so far this year bas been the major anti-Ü.S. 
act perpetrated by Argentine terrorists. ’4r. tgan had been fulfllling 
the rôle of Consular Agent in Cordoba and was not a career dtplomat. He 
acted as adviser to persons who had problems with obtaining U.S. visas. 

On the day following his lîidnapiiig, Cordoba nev/spapers rsceived a 
lîontoneros’ communique demanding tliat the Argentine government produce 
four allegedly inprisoned guerrillas within a short time pariod in exchar.gB 
for the "Honorary Consul's" release. In the samg communique the Hontoneros 
stated that Egan had been condemned to death. 

Three armed Hontoneros, two men and a woman, had entered Egan's 
Cordoba home and forcsfully abducted him. Starting froin the moment H 
vias learned that the Consular Agent hed been kidnaped, Argentine police 
forces carried out roadblock operations dovering ail major escape routes 
froir the City and siraultansously staged numarous operations to detect 
his kidnapers. These and other efforts vfere ail to no avail. On the 
eveiiirg of 23 February, Egan was killed v;ith a shot from a cal 1 ber 
gun with a hollov/ projectile. Egan's body was discouered that sane night 
wranped in a ’WntOnero flag, abandoned ir brush behind a bicycle path.

Even if t.*ie Egan •nurrlcr was not tne firsl in a pTanned séries of 
atiacks on U.S. personnel and property, ths terrorists night 
atteiîipt a repeat perfonrance if the etreumstances were to offer 
maximum propaganda value. 

Argentina is enterinn a critical stage ip its carrent effort 
to eracicats terrorisn as its oovernmept sitnuUaneously wrestles vnth 
seriojs économie problems. Crucial political questions center around t>ie 
future perceptions and bebavtor of the Argentine railitary, a najor oower 
eontencer in tne country, tovtânjs the policiss and activities of tfe 
Peron-Locez Rega reçine. Prolonged contfruation of the violence experi- 
enced in recent nonths could seriously irpair the govern'"e''t's capability 
to gevern effectivel}. To tha degree the Argentine security forces are 
able le Isolats the leftist terrorists and deny thés* access to their 
indispensable urban support networks, the plans and activities of the 
EP.3, üentoneros and other similar groups v;ill be seriousl/ disrupted. 
Renawed A.AA ittacks conversely could swell the terrorists* ranks v;ith 
alienated, despereie young radicals. TSiese and a host of otner political 
and etoronic factors v;ill influence the course of Argentine terrorisn in 
t;e c^”n* r^înths. Tiojoh largely beyond U.S. control, t^rmris” in 
Arcî’r'‘ia ■.;m continue to be a 113001' cencern cf A^iericar officiais and 
busiressnen.

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APPENDIX II I 
»^ONT0HER0 STATEHEMT 


The follov/ing is an English translation of a letter mailed to 
the U.S. Embassy in Buenos Aires in early April 1975, purportedly by 
the fiontoneros. It provides a short history of the AAA and soms details 
of its activities and victims. Except for a minor référencé to the CIA, 
the letter attaches no culpability to the U.S. for AAA activities. The 
letter portrays the degree of comnitment and intensity of émotions shared 
by the terrorist groups, and for this reason has been included as an 
appendix to this report. 

On this date, the "Gustave Natalio Stenfer" combat unit, 
integrated by the platoons "Atilio Lopez" and "Julio Troxier," 
of the KONTOHEROS organization, launched an attack against the 
Operating Chlef of the "Alianza Anticomunista Argentina," elso 
known as "AAA," Coinuissioner of Police Major Juan Pamon Morales. 
During the ambush, the unexpected action of military troops 
which came to help this sinister murderer, made it impossible 
to complété the execution. As a conséquence of the struggle 
the death took place of Lieutenant Colonel Colombo, in charge 
of the men In the "Direcclon Remonta" as v/ell as of one of 
the bodyguards of Comnissioner Major Morales, vjho was Kounded. 
Another member of his numerous custody vias also wounded. 

There were no deaths or wounded persons in the Combat Unit of 
our Organization. 


LOPEZ REGA. THE PQLITICAL HEAD OF AAA 

The AAA was born imnediately after May 25, 1973,as the anned 
branch of the Social Welfare MInister José Lopez Rega's 
politics. 

The purpose of this politics is to destroy Peronism, distorting 
its political values, depriving it of its social contents and 
identifying its économie purooses witli those of American 
impérial istn. 


Theoretically it is a caricature of Fascism, which has been 
expressly asserted by Lopez Rega's ideological spokesmen; 
the "Las Bases" and "El Caudillo" papers. In practice it 
adultérâtes the acting and governing channels of Peronism, 
it liquidâtes its historical structures and prosecutes and 
exterminâtes its best men. 
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HOH THE "AAA" WS BORM 

Immediately after assunilng hîs position as Minister of Social 
'•telfare, LOPEZ REGA evidenced an.obsessive desire to create 
its own "nnitarj' power" équivalent to the Nazi SS. 

Lacking major support, and while hc planned to get control of 
the Fédéral Police, he had to satisfy himself with creating 
a parallel police force within the Ministry. For that purpose 
he chose Commissioner VILLAR, whose brutal methods were well 
known by popular militants during LANUSSE's dictatorship. 

Commissioner VILLAR surrounds himself with the dregs of three 
générations of policemen: about a hundred former policemen 
who had been discharged without honors, subject to legal 
processes and even jalled as thieves, "Mexicans," smugglers, 
drug traffickers and pimps. 

For these reasons, and a f«y more, retired sub-Conmissloner 
MORALES and retired sub-lnspector Rodolfo Eduardo Almiron 
managed to reach outstanding positions. 

MORALES was appointed Security Chief of the Social Welfare 
Ministry, \yhile ALMIRON entered the Présidentiel corps of 
bodyguards. At the death of General Peron he displaced 
Juan Esquer and currently holds omnipotent powers on the body¬ 
guards surroundinq the President Isabel Martinez. 

To reach those high positions it was essenttal to destroy their 
relative records, which were stained with shameful crimes, and 
it made a laughing stock of the police grades, the model of 
which was LOPEZ REGA himself, who was promoted fron retired 
corporal to General Commissioner. On October 11, 1973, through 
Decree No. 1858, MORALES and ALMIRON were reinstated to the 
Fédéral Police. In a few months MORALES jumped two grades 
(from sub-Conwnissioner to Inspector Commissioner) and ALMIRON 
four (from sub-lnspector to sub-Commissioner). 

The assault forces under LOPEZ REGA and VILLAR acted in Ezeiza, 
on Oune ZO, 1973, with the tragic results we know. But it 
lyas only in September 1973, that the "AAA" was finally struc- 
tured, under the political command of Minister LOPEZ REGA, the 
supervision of Conmlssioner VILLAR and military coaching of 
Commissioner MORALES and ALMIRON. 

The appointment of VILLAR as chief of the Fédéral Police and 
of General Commissioner Luis MARGARIDE as underchief, asserted 
at the beginnlng of 1974 the full power of Minister LOPEZ REGA 
on the most Important police organization of the country and 
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represented a return to the old anti-Peronist "gorilas,” and 
their repressivê aethods. Fron that tine, the AAA enjoysd the 
internai structure of the Federaî Police and was assured the 
complété impunity for its crimes. For example» vihenever the 
AAA decided to "oaerate" in a çiven area, the police stations 
received instructions not to patrol said area. 

At the same time, even the Presidential bodyguards. through 
ALMISOM, Here incorporated to the AAA, through milîtary and 
policemen, about vihotn the people shall be duly informed as 
justice is beinç donc. 

A» ANTIPERONIST ALLIANCE 

The AAA laade its public appearance in Octoher 1973, attackino 
and nearly murdering Radical Senator Hipolito Solari Yrigoyen, 
linked to the defense of the Trelew martyrs. Its real ofgani* 
zation, though, was carried out beb»een Novenber 1973 and 
July 1974, through a sériés of attacks which, as evidenced by 
their very up-to-date and povferful weapons, clearly excesded 
the scope of the forces nhich, as the Organization Comnand and 
the 0», had protected so far the right wlng “gorila'' and 
reactionary vançuard. 

Scores of sites of the "Juventud Peronista," "OTP" and "JüP" 
vrere dynamited. Five bombings during the dawn of Decenber 13 
and nineteen during January 26, 1974 signalled the start of an 
escâlation of violence from which no "Ünîdad Basice" or any of 
the press organs of the authentical Peronisro managsd to escape. 

The first execution clearly marksd with the "AAA" trademark 
vmis the imirder of the priest Carlos Mujica, ambushed at the 
entrance of a church, in 1974, as retaliation for having objected 
to the policy of Itinister Lopez Rega as regarded for "shanty 
towns" (villas) and for having condemned the nurder of '*viliera'' 
Alberto CliEJOLAfI, during Harch of that year. 

On July 31, the AAA murdered in the center of downtown and two 
blocks away from Police Station 15th, the Peronist Dsputy 
Rodolfo Ortega Pana. 

On August 6 and 7 kidnaped and irurdered in La Plata the Peronist 
militants Horacio Chaves, Rolando Chaves, Luis Macor and Carlos 
Pierini, »/hose corpses, sadistically rautilatsd, wsre found in 
different empty lots. 

On August 22, the "tontoneros militants Fduarda Beckerman and 
Pablo Van Lferde wsre kidnaped and murdered in Ouilmes. On 
Sep tester 7, 1974, the AAA placed a bc?tb in the fiat of the 
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Dean of the Buenos Aires University, RauT Laguzzi, and Icilled 
his baby son Pablo, four months old. 

On Septenber 11, Dr. Curuchet, legal counssl for the mechani- 
cal workers in Cordoba, was kidnapsd and murdered wlth a vollsy 
of shots. On Septembsr 16, Atilio topez, Vice-Governor untll 
he Mas destituted by the police sédition coimianded by Colonel 
riavarro, was kldnaped from the hôtel where he was staying and 
his bûdy appeared afterwards, bedly shot. 

On Septenber 20 Julio Troxler was murdgred and on October 13, 
Pedro Barraza. Hhat ail these nen had in coimon was the fact 
that they were Peronists and düring two décades participated 
in a struggle to which Minister LOPEZ RE6A was alien. He 
vras never sent to jail, never tortured, never coomitted in 
any llberating project, but he wanaged to Infiltrate himself 
at the side of General PCRON. The events reveal more eloquently 
than “coRinu ni cations" and witten initiais, the real essence 
of this organization that startsd by calling itself “Antl- 
Imperialist Alliance," then ''Antl-CoBiminist Alliance" and is, 
in fact, an "Artl-Peronlst Alliance" «hfch has taken hold of 
the goverranent over the blood and sacrifices of authentic 
Peronists. 

ISABEL HARTIHEZ: AH ACCOMPLÏCE 


The methods used by the AM tnade routine of the procedure whereby 
a people's militant tnan îs violently removed from his home by a 
group of men who exhibit official documents and use ultramodern 
cars. He then surfaces in the empty lots of Lugano or in the 
Ezeiza swimming pools, his hands tied behind his back, blind* 
folded, and with the body perforated by thirty, fifty and even 
one hundred shots of the most modem ffrearms. 

As from Oecember last, the AAA incorporated a perverse modality, 
learned from the CIA, that mass-executes people using explosive 
charges on the bodies of three and even five persons tied 
together. 

Even though most victims were Peronists, other militants hâve 
not been spared: members of the PRT, delegates from the PST, 
activists from the Communist Party and even leaders of the 
FÎP and the "Révolutfonary Coiranunist Party." 

Either dlrectly or througb different groups which hâve adopted 
their techniques, the AAA, in eight months, has murdered 150 
parsons, Only in Oecember 1974 their victims numbered t\'/snty- 
nine. They havs built their own jails, whare they keep conderoned 
Bien for wseks at a time, until their bodies are found somewhere. 
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They hâve attacked fûreign citizens that tried to ffnd a haven 
in our country, from (îeneral Prats, Minister of the 'dar of 
President Allende, up to former "Tupamaros." They hâve even 
taken the liberty to air ship to Urugjay five prisoners, to 
be executed by ths amy of that country, after îts Kilitary 
Attache was murdered in Paris. 

Yet none of the AAA mentbsrs hâve been detained, no ne of their 
headquarters has been burglarized, none of its menbers has 
been officially identified. If no other évidences were avail- 
able, those are enough to assume that THE AAA !S TtlE GOVERHhEHT. 

But there are other évidences, and President Isabel 'WRTlfitZ 
is aware of them, at least from the last muTtiparty (Beetlng, 
when Doctor Ri car do Balbin delivered to her a confident! al 
report contai ning the names of the AAA members, headed by 
LOPEZ REGA, Morales and Alrairon, and the individuals vrho 
constitute her quard and surround her every day. After that, 
Isabel MARTINEZ did not reçoive BALBIN again and she is now 
etther the direct accomplice of the AAA iRurders or at least 
their accessory after the fact. It may also be that due to 
her intima te association with Minister LOPEZ REiîA she may shars 
Its political leadership. 

MHO IS MORALES 


He represents the typical AAA raember. At the beginning of ths 
60's and together with sub-Inspector ALMîRON, sub-officer 
Edwin FARQUARSOHN (now an active member of ths AAA} and others, 
they constituted a group that was closely associated to the 
gang of the Higuel Prfeto, delinquent, alias "El loco" (the 
Crazy Man). Vlhen their crfrainal activities were uncûvsred, 
thanks to the disloyalty of one of their ovrn members, they 
started to massacre thair former conpanions. There is a long 
H St of victiffls, ail of which were fotind in eopty lots, sadis- 
tically shot and with their hands tied and burned. This 
culminated in the Villa Devoto Penitenciary, where "Crazy 
Pneto" "conimitted suicide" ... by beSng buVnt alive ... 

Though they were legally prosecuted, and found innocent, nobody 
daubted that they were guilty of the very crimes they were 
ccmmitted to prosficute, as canbars oî the police force. This 
was reasssrted vhen MORALES was again detained and processed 
in 1963, as thief and snuggler of motorcavs. 

The record of his disciple ALHIRQN, Chief of bodyguards of ths 
President Isabal ’WRTINÊZ, is enually shamsful. In addition to 
a sirailar record, there is a very strange circonstance in his 
crîminal career: he oarticipated in the murder of Earl Pavis, 
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a lieutenant of the Anertcan Arroy, v-jhich took place on June 9, 

1964, in an OUvos night club. The materîal murderer of Earl Davis 
wâs José Vicente LAVIÂ* to this day MORALES' secretary and active 
member of the AAA gang* 

THE HEANIHQ OF THIS OPERATION 


Thîs attack nieans that the Montoneros organizatton shall be 
loyal, up to fts last drop of blood, to the Peronlst order of 
"meeting the brutal force of the enemles of our country with 
the organîzed people*s forces."

Each police unit v/here a people’s militant has been nRirdered or 
tortured shall be attacked by us. We hâve never attacked, 
and v/e shall not attack, those policemen who Hinît themselves 
to cotnpiy with their dutfes withln the legal framework now in 
force. But we shall hâve no mercy regarding policemen belong- 
1ng to units where the people are repressed, tortured and 
murdered and parti cularly in the case of the units coopérât!ng 
with the AAA, 

We know that there are thousands of î^aronfst police members who 
hâve never participated or are ready to participate, in crimes 
against the people. Wô ask their fullest collaboration to 
keep on identifying the torturiiig and murriering policetîten-
